asmueh Short of being Natural: and that 
may ferveas a Direction to Judge by, what 
ought to be accounted of, as Natural, and 
what not. The whole Worldasconfidered.in 
its univerfal Extent, is the adequate Object of 
Natures Care,and the Prefervation,and Orna- 
ment thereof, is chiefly and in the firft place 
intended by her, as is attefted among other 
£xperiments, more efpecially by that com- 
mon one, fo much taken notice of by Philo- 
{ophers; to wit, her great SolicitoufnefS about 
therecording a Vanity, which, rather than it 
Shall be permitted, what ever ences be- 
ings happen to be near hand,where {uch out- 
rage is-attempted ; they are all to be fum- 
mion’d in to give their attendance, upon that 
one common Caufe; and it need require, 
put upon it, to fufferin its Refcue.

more particular Regard, made up of the feve- 
ral forts of Creatures contained in it ; as they 
again of. Individuals comprehended under 
them: and’tis the good of thofe divers Spe- 
cies, Nature, in the Second place, is wont to 
be concerned for : and below: that Degree 
of Univerfality, never vouchfafesto Condi-

Bold | 
audacious man, as if fo be the Almighty 
could poffibly havecontrived no other ways 
for the bringing hisown Works to perfetti- 
on, but what were exactly underftood by 
him ; or that by his diffeting of Hearts, 
and the Obfervations made thereupon, he 
had arrived to fuch a Degree of- anatomi- 
cal. Experience, as tobe able to view Know- 
ledge in that particular, with the very Search- 
er of Hearts himfelf: ’tis fucha proud kind 
of Expreffion, asone fhall feldom, or never 
hear from a Chriftian man, had the thing 
been never focertain, much lefS in a matter 
abfolutely falfe and ridiculous, as will appear 
in the further Examination of it ;as Ido not 
fee wherein Menocrateshis ¢ fds, though a 
Heathen, and for which he was accounted be- 
reft of his wits, can ftand chargeable of grea- 
terArrogance. But to proceed ; lz Animalibus 
autem qua longiori Collo, & quali ad vittum'" 
porrecto donantur, &c. But as for fuch Crea- 
tures as have longer Necks than ufual, 
which are the Inftruments with which they 
find their Hearts are as far diftant from their 
Heads, as any of the reft of the Parts of their 

Body 
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Body befides, and that without any thing of 
Dammage to them at all, beoiiite, for the 
moft part, they fuck their Food with their 
Heads hanging downwards; fo that though 
the Blood may have farther to. pafs in them, 
than in fome other Creatures; yet it is a 
convenience of a much plainer, and far more 
eafy difcent. “itl . 
Whether this conceit be his own or not, is 
foreign to my enquiry,and butthe fame thing 
to him neither, becaufe ifitbe not his own, 
he thereby difcovers the wretchednefs of his 
Judgement in efpoufing it, as not having 
wit enough to difcern where to pilfer with 
the greateft fafety, in colleCting matter, for 
his little Treatife :. if it be the wretched-

So ’tis all one, 
whether the Blood, when itbe to leave 
the Heart ceteris Paribus, fall, downwards 
into the Feet, orafcend upwards inro the 
Head, Provided its Paflage belooked upon 
as not compleated, tillitreturn to the fame 
part again; unlefs we will fay, that he who 
commences his Journey at the bottom of the 
Hill, is conftrained to encounter with the 
greateft hardfhip of all at the firltpart of his 
way,which isto be recompenfed by a_pro- 
portionable Alleviation at his coming down 
again, whereas hethat takes the contrary 
Cours. has only the advantage ofthe moft 
preafant part. of his Journey at his firft fet- 
ing out, and the worft at laft;which amounts 
upon a true cafting up, tojuft nothing at all.

longerNeckthan a Bul/, {don’t fee he carries 
hisHead ere a whit the lefs ftatelyfor all that, 
but rather the contrary, and if he can but 
be allowed an able Rider to manage him, 
may be prevailed withal to holdit fo from 
Morning till Night; which had the other

kindnef$ to Horfes, fhould be fuch wicked 
Knaves, as to delight in tormenting them 
thus cruelly, when they needed not,by caufe- 
ing their Racks and Mangers to be fet at fuch 
an unreafonable Height, and forceing them 
todo Penance in a manner for every mor- 
fel of Hay they eat. And yet the greateft 
wonder of all is {till behind, whence it fhould 
cometo pafs, that the Horfes that are kept 
at home, and have all thisInjury done them, 
fhould. look fo much fatter and fairer, and 
be fomuch fitter for Service, then thofe that 
are turned to grafs all the Year about, and 
permitted to feed themfelves after their own 
way withtheir Heads hanging down, and 
their Blood by that means, freely taking 
that Courfe which Nature had appointed it.

had it never fo much in my power to do fo ; 
becaufe *tisthe clearing up of my own Re- 
putation, as it falls in with the General De- 
fign fo often intimated ; and not the dif- 
paragement of his that [havea refpect unto; 
and if that might have been effected by a di- 
re€t Courfe; as there would have been little 
need of cafting Perfonal reflections upon any 
man, {fo fhould it never have been offered at 
by me. ’Tistrue, I could have deciphered 
fome Body plainly enough to be underftood, 
who hasbeen exceeding fortunate at fet- 
ting up with a borowed ingenuity, when 
he has had but a very inconfiderable Stock to 
have made a Beginning withall of his own, 
made va{t improvements of the precarious 
comendations beftowed on him by fome great 
ones who have been charitably difpofed,and 
havingbinrelatedtoanumerous 4. yer.

tran{cendent in each particular Faculty, whi- 
ther happening to deferve it or not. And 
thoughIam pretty well aflured, there 1s not

Recriminations we all know to be none of 
the beft means of defending a Caufe by, fo 
far indeed from gaining the party who makes 
ule of them, any acquittal from the Fault he 

ttandscharged with, that they rather make 
one, where there was none before ; at leaft- 
wife, bring fuch an oneunder a {trong Pre- 
{umption 
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{umption of being thought guilty, who other- 
wife might have paffed.for Innocent. Bat 
yetas Commendations; violently extorted 
froma mansown Mouth, when wrongfully 
accufed, are wont, amongft equal Judges, to 
meet with fomewhat a more favourable cen- 
fure; then to be looked upon under the {trict 
Formality of felf praifing ; fe onthe other 
hand, it may well be hoped, that. they who 
have defiredto live in Peace, and could not 
obtain it : whenthey cometo be injurioutly 
dealt withall,and hardlyfpoken againit with- 
out Caufe, may be allowed the Previledge of 
making their, Apology after the beft. (not 
tofay only ) manner they can ; and then.if 
they do now and then reflect upon, their 
Adverfaries Infirmities, when it could not be 
otherwife avoided( provided it be'done with 
Truth and Sobernefs, not fo much out of An- 
ser and by way of Retaliation ;.asin order to 
the Invalidating the malicious Suggeftions 
they find have been whifpered again{t theni- 
felves ; or for the prevention of publick 
Wrongs and Inconveniences, that in all Pro- 
bability, without fome fuch Courfe taken, 
might have been offered to others ) deferve 
fomething of a Conivance, at leaftwife,, if 
not to be held abfolutely excufed ; as for my 
own part, it cannot be denied, but that I 
have now and then let fall fome {larpifh. ex- 
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preffions againfta Perfon of Eminency e- 
noughin his own profeffion ; for if no Body 
had been intended thereby, it had beena 
pouring out wotdsto no purpofe,and an aim- 
ing them at Random ; but thenI confidered _ 
with my felf, before! did fo,how he came by | 
it firft of all, and what excellent good ufes,e - 
hasmade of it everfince, and does dayly ;

I abhor the thoughtsof defigning any thing 
of prejudice either toa good Man, or a good 
Mans Friend;and asI am not under any obli- 
gation of faying all the ill Ican of fuchas are 
neither, fo am I not whollyto keek filence up- 
ona juft Provocation offred. There may very 
well be a diftin€tion made between the Man 
and his Bafenefs,and a Charity preferved for 
the one,and yet none at all for the other. Not 
that lam forgetfulwhere J have declared the 
chief Motives prevailing with me to engage 
iu whatI have done, tobe taken from the 
confideration of more Publick concerns than 
any thing relatingto my felf,and fo theywer 
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And yet that ought tobe nohinderance tome’ 
in theaflerting of my own Juft Rights ; Or 
treating about other Particular Matters in 
time and place.convenient. Becaufe thefe are 
things implying nothing at all of contrariety 
but oft time,a great deal of Agreement with, 
and fometimes Subordination to onea- 
nother... And ’tis not impoffible but that an 
Example may be fingle and multiplied at the 
fame time, only by a different manner of ap- 
prehending it.. So that what’s Acted by one 
Man, may be approvedof by one. hundred ;
